going to kill her. and did. The 
bullet entered her back ju st above 
her right shoulder, severing the 
spinal cord.

was no argum ent, but that Tatum 
just w alked in, saw his wife and 
told her he was going to k,U her. 
and then started shooting. A fter 
the shooting, Tatum returned to 
his car and sat there until Sher­ 
iff Scott arrived and took him in­ 
to custody.

I am happy to report that since 
I originally introduced nijfc Clean 
Elections Bill several years ago, 
sentim ent in both Houses of Con­ 
gress favoring the 
long overdue 
revision of this country’s Corrupt 
Practices Act has greatly increas­ 
ed. A cam paign contribution offer 
made to Senator Case during the 
N atural Gas debate last year and 
the past national elections focused 
public attention on the need for 
election reform s. 
It is now gener­ 
ally recognized that 
the prejent 
.statute is, in several respects, de­ 
fective. 
In the first place, it is frio nar­ 
row. 
Many political com mittees 
with large cam paign funds are not 
within the statute. 
Equally out­ 
side are prim aries and nominating 
conventions and caucuses, in spite 
of the fact that 
prim aries and 
nominations by convention in some 
States amount to election. 
A con­ 
siderable part of cam paign spend­ 
ing thus escapes disclosure on a 
national level. 
In the second place, the lim ita­ 
tions on cam paign spending writ­ 
ten into the present law are hope­ 
lessly out of tune with the swollen 
cost of services. The cost of radio 
and television 
alone makes

established lim itations

and unfair. 
Our law against cor­ 
rupt practices actually 
tend,

invite corrupt

than to discourage them. Our sy s­ 
tem of government is based on 
clean elections, and we ought

He invests it in 
constructive enterprise. Five men 
develop thriving smaller enter­ 
prises required to furnish Man 
No. I with the many things he 
needs to operate his big business. 
This great industry employs many 
men at good wages. 
The five 
lesser m anufacturers supply many 
well paying jobs. 
Many others 
become 
small or 
medium-sized 
businessmen, or succeed in a great 
variety of service trades and pro­ 
fessions. 
After 
a lapse of twenty-five 
years we take another census. 
The rich man is now richer. The 
smaller business men have grown 
rich. Most of the men employed 
in these industries have accumu­ 
lated 
substantial 
savings, 
own 
stock in the companies they work 
for, or share in various incentive 
plans. 
Smaller businessmen also are 
prospering and those in the pro­ 
fessions and service trades are 
doing well. There is little need 
for bureaucrats as the whole sys­ 
tem operates on the basis of the 
free m arket with a strictly limit­ 
ed 
government exercising 
few 
functions. 
Consequently, taxes are low and 
the 
profits earned by the 
big, 
medium and small businesses are 
plowed back into them for ex­ 
pansion of their activities. This 
increases production and makes 
possible higher wages. In turn, 
the 
professional 
men, 
service 
trades and shopkeepers profit by 
the increasing amount of wealth 
that is being produced. 
Some 
doctors, some 
lawyers 
and other professional men have 
earned substantial sums. All are 
free to work as hard as they like 
and to retain and enjoy nearly 
all of their earnings. Capital ac­ 
cumulates rapidly, making possi­ 
ble a continuous expansion of in­ 
dustrial activity. 
To be sure, great inequality 
still exists but the poorest now 
have more than the richest under 
the leveling dowm of socialism. 
Capitalism 
has 
leveled up. 
It 
hasn’t decreased anyone but it 
has made all more prosperous. Of 
course a few’, a very few', a rt 
unfortunate 
or 
handicapped 
in 
some mariner. They are liberally 
cared for by churches and private 
agencies 
set up to meet 
their 


needs.

“The aircraft of World War II 
bear a 
resemblance to modern 
aircraft roughly 
comparable to 
that of a crystal cat’s whisker 
radio set to a combination tele­ 
vision.

set,” says General Orval R. Cook, 
U.S. Air Force (Ret), president 
of the Aircraft Industries Asso­ 
ciation. “Modern aeronautical ve­ 
hicles are more accurately termed 
weapons systems.” 
It is well that this is so inas­ 
much as the balance of power of 
the entire free world resides to­ 
day in U. S. air power. And this 
is so. says General Cook, because 
of “a relationship between the 
Government and the aircraft in­ 
dustry that is unique in the his­ 
tory of customer-producer deal­ 
ings”. 
A part from the vital security 
factor involved, this relationship 
is 
pretty 
important 
lo 
every 
American who pays taxes, since 
it “retains all of the inherent ad­ 
vantages of competition for the 
(Defense Department) 
customer 
and, at the same time charges in­ 
dustry with the greatest responsi­ 
bilities ever vested rn private en­ 
terprise”. 
In the current issue of Planes, 
official publication of the Asso­ 
ciation, General Cook explains: 
“Today’s 
aircraft 
and 
missiles 
have sped past the point where 
the Government could economi­ 
cally direct in detail their design 
and production. 
The manpower 
requirem ents w'ould be prohibi­ 
tive.” 
Nor could 
any aircraft 
m anufacturer alone — even the 
largest—produce a modern plane, 
he says. Rather, the prime con­ 
tractor—whom 
the 
General 
re­ 
gards as a “weapons system m an­ 
ager”—looks to the nation-wide 
complex of more than 50,000 sub­ 
contractors and suppliers for most 
of the components of the finished 
weapon. 
Only on such a broad 
base of highly specialized skills 
could the industry cope with as­ 
signments of today’s technologi­ 
cal magnitude. 
In addition to accepting 
un­ 
heard-of demands as routine, th* 
industry frequently goes ahead on 
its own—money, that is—to de­ 
sign and build a plane it thinks 
the military is going to need. This 
was the case with the jet tanker 
—on 
which 
the 
m anufacturer 
gambled 
16 million dollars that 
the Air Force would want it. The 
first production model was de­ 
livered early this year—two years 
sooner than if the builder had 
waited for an order. What this 
has m eant in giving our jet bomb­ 
ers round-the-world range at this 
time, 
we shall probably 
never 
know. 
Others, obviously, have taken 
similar gambles—and lost. Facing 
the day-to-day problem of “being 
overtaken by the future”, these 
companies 
plow back about 65 
percent of their earnings —m ort 
than any other American indus­ 
try. 
Nor does the Government 
bail out those that fall by the 
wayside. 
Building 
planes 
for 
Uncle Sam, says General Cook, is 
no short, happy road to riches. 
The planes may be different 
these days, but the spirit behind 
them is the same. An industry 
born to do the impossible—to give 
men wings—lives up to its fan­ 
tastically expanded 
responsibili­ 
ties, in the best tradition of the 
pioneers of flight.

Throughout Missouri it is city 
election 
time, as deadlines 
for 
filing for city offices inch closer, 
and public apathy remains ever 
constant. Almost without excep­ 
tion, small out*tate cities through­ 
out Missouri have trouble find­ 
ing 
candidates—any 
candidates 
at all—to fill municipal offices. 
Why? 
The answer varies by 
communities. In some cities, the 
public is simply not interested. 
In others, political cliques domi­ 
nate the scene. In others, quali­ 
fied persons are so busy filling 
this or that community job it is 
almost impossible to get them to 
slow down for a minute and con­ 
sider the need for competent men 
to fill city offices. 
From the office of mayor on 
down to police judge and police 
chief, the duties w-hich are to be 
fulfilled are of prime importance 
to every citizen of every com­ 
munity. How each elective official 
carries out his office affects, in a 
very direct way, the lives of every 
citizen in the community. 
In some cities, some right here 
iif Dunklin County, there are still 
no candidates for the office of 
mayor. In still others, there will 
be no candidates for city council 
until some civic-minded 
citizen 
files one or two of his half-heart­ 
ed friends for the jobs. 
It seems there is only a lark 
of criticism of any city adminis­ 
tration during the filing period, 
w'hen any citizen has the privilege 
of seeking public office. But once 
the election is held and the va­ 
cant offices have been filled, then 
criticism is heaped on city offi­ 
cials. 
For the most part, holding a 
municipal office isn’t as bad as 
the public imagines. 
For while 
holding a city office, the office­ 
holder 
has 
the 
satisfaction 
of 
knowing he is serving his fellow- 
citizens, despite their lack of ap­ 
preciation, 
and doing a 
pretty 
good job of it. 
In many communities, the m un­ 
icipal government is the largest 
business In the city. It collects 
more taxes, has more employees 
and affects the lives of more citi­ 
zens than any single organization 
or business in that community. 
Yet, as far as public interest is 
concerned, it is the least import­ 
ant, and the least deterv mg of 
public attention. 
Most communities are only as 
good as their city administration. 
Progressiva mayors and progres­ 
sive 
aldermen sometimes 
make 
the 
difference between a 
town 
growing or going backward. 
It’s open season now for public 
offices, but we’ll wager that few 
communities bag their limit of in­ 
terested and 
qualified 
men 
to 
serve in these jobs. For it seems 
that most citizens think city hall 
is posted.

They're selling public op in ion 
short and the bankruptcy courts 
are laden with dusty records of 
forgotten firms whch did just that. 
It matters not how many West 
and East Coast rallies of Team­ 
sters there are. The public just 
won t believe that labor anywhere 
is being oppressed by critics who 
take a dim view of unions with 
pinball operations and ladies cf 
the night as the usual accouter­ 
ments of the average labor head­ 
quarters. 
There are more than 900 Team- 
local* in the United States and 
hundreds of them are led by de­ 
cent men 
who 
won’t 
touch 
a 
dirty dollar or a penny from the 
shady lady trade and games of 
chance, like they say. 
There are also some 59,000 oth­ 
er local unions and over 485.JOO 
union officers — and I’m proud 
to call many of them my friend*, 
even if we call each other names 
from time to time. But now the 
small percentage of muscle-mind­ 
ed men—who think we persecute 
them because the Senate, the Jus­ 
tice Department, and th* Treasury 
Department take a dim view of 
the union label on lewdness — 
have started their counter-offen­ 


sive. They are calling together 
their trusted spear-carriers and 
are 
defying 
the 
world. 
They 
charge that the Senate probe is 
“persecution.” 
Well, is there an honest and 
self-respecting Teamster who can 
step forward and say that he has 
been persecuted or exploited? 
Since there obviously won t be 
a clean-up from inside some un­ 
ions, it will come from without— 
the Congress. The problem now, 
say seven of the most hard-hit­ 
ting critics of certain labor activ­ 
ities, is to prevent public anger 
from creating an atmosphere in

passed that ell labor will suffer. 
That, incidentally, is Sen. B arry 
Goldwater’s position, and he by 
no means Is one who runs With 
a handkerchief every time Waiter 
Reuther or George Meany sneezes. 
If Senator Coldwater, certainly 
a critic of many labor pratices, 
feel* this concern, then there is 
reason tor all labor to make sure 
that the windows are open in its 
house. 
Not that anyone can stop th* 
passage 
of 
new 
labor 
law*. 
These will come in 1958, lf there 
is calm—and housecleaning—there 
will be legislation only rn three 
areas. Sen. Karl Mundt, a mem­ 
ber of the Senate select racket 
busting committee, sees it thia 
way. 
The senator ha* been talking 
with his colleagues and they say 
that first must come the certainty 
that union members run their ow 
union*. Sounds fair enough. ’ But 
there are hundreds of mons un­ 
der 
something 
called 
“trustee­ 
ship.” Ten or 15 years ago th* 
national headquarters of one of 
the goon-laden outfits didn t 
bkt 
the local leaders somewhere. The 
national chiefs then removed th* 
local officialdom, seized the rec­ 
ords. offices and—members, too. 
After that there were no meet­ 
ings, no reports—sometimes not 
even records. Trustees were not 
responsible to the local folk, only 
to the Big Fellow. 
Gadualiy these locals wee iso­ 
lated font the member hip. The 
who collected dues and nobody 
eyed dared ask questions 
Now 
Senator Mundt and his courages 
want laws which would give a na­ 
tional union the power to police 
some wayward local union — but 
only after due process of law is 
observed and with assurance tt 
will be returned to its citizenry 
within a reasonable time so it 
doesn’t become just an isolated 
baronial dues-collecting machine. 
The second area for new laws 
is the welfare and pension field— 
now piled up with some $25,000,- 
OOO OOO The senators want to pro­ 
tect this 
money, 
perhaps with 
laws 
which 
regulate 
insurance 
companies Sen. Paul Douglas, of 
Illinois, has a bill in the hopper 
which would set up a sort of Se­ 
curities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion unit to guard this stockpile 
of dollar*. 
Senator Mundt says 
there must 
be 
full 
public dis­ 
closure of what happens to every 
penny 
An finally there is labor's polit­ 
ical activity. The senators ar* 
appalled at the way some of the 
union men backed candidates, not 
on the basis of who would be for 
better laws for labor, but on a 
personal basis and on a personal 
political tieup. Thus the member­ 
ship was tied to someone pledged 
to helping the “boys” in their ex­ 
tra curricular activities. 
Due process for all and not th# 
few must come.

My Bill For More Honest Elections 
I am happy to report that since 
I originally introduced m * Clean 
Elections Bill several years ago, 
sentim ent in both Houses of Con­ 
gress favoring the long overdue 
revision of this country’s Corrupt 
Practices Act has greatly increas­ 
ed. A cam paign contribution offer 
made to Senator Case during the 
N atural Gas debate last year and 
the past national elections focused 
public attention on the need for 
election reform s, 
it is now gener­ 
ally recognized that 
the present 
.statute is, in several respects, de­ 
fective. 
In the first place, it is too nar­ 
row. 
Many political committees 
with large cam paign funds are not 
within the statute. 
Equally out­ 
side are prim aries and nominating 
conventions and caucuses, in spite 
of the fact that primaries and 
nominations by convention in some 
States am ount to election. 
A con­ 
siderable p art of campaign spend­ 
ing thus escapes disclosure on a 
national level. 
In the second place, the lim ita­ 
tions on cam paign spending writ­ 
ten into the present law are hope­ 
lessly out of tune with the swollen 
cost of services. The cost of radio 
and television 
alone makes 
the 
established lim itations 
senseless 
and unfair. 
Our law against cor­ 
rupt practices actually tends 
to 
invite corrupt 
practices, 
rather 
than to discourage them. Our sys­ 
tem of governm ent is based on 
clean elections, and we ought to 
apply the rules of fair play to those 
who run for public office. 
Also m eaningless is the present 
limitation of $5,000 on individual 
cam paign 
contribution*. 
T h i s 
sounds like 
an 
over-all 
restric­ 
tion. but the language of the sta t­ 
ute is so am biguous that it is pos­ 
sible to contribute this amount to 
any num ber of candidates and po­ 
litical com m ittees 
Furtherm ore, 
the pr«>ent 
law 
does not provide for a satisfactory 
system 
of 
disclosing 
campaign 
spending. 
To be sure, candidates 
and political com m ittees are 
re­ 
quired to file reports showing con­ 
tributions and expenditures

is

general. 
Finally, it is desirable that the 
candidate should 
be 
responsible 
for the actions of political 
com­ 
m ittees working with his authori­ 
zation.

a sustained effort to eliminate a1! 

In 
addition to these reforms, I have 
advocated a tax deduction of cam ­ 
paign contributions up to $100.

great parties should be paid bv 
the people as a whole, in sm all 
contributions.

current session as Senate Bill 920 
I have been 
assured 
that my 
Honest Elections Bill and others 
will be brought before the Senate 
for consideration shortly after the 
end of the debate on the N ear E ast 
situation. 
I am very hopeful that 
this session of Congress will adopt 
many of these provisions.
